U nion Strikes 
in Mine Owned

Cleveland, O., May 29.——-[Special.]— 
Leaders of two of the most powerful 
labor organizations in the country are 
fighting over the “open shop” ques- 
tion, 

A strike has been. called by Secre- 
tary Fred Mooney of district No. 17, 
United Mine Workers of America, 
against the Coal River Collieries at 
Huntington, W. Va., the mines owned 
by a stock company headed by the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers’ 
officers. 

Warren 8S. Stone, president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
is chairman of the board of directors 
of.the Coal River Collieries company, 
and the other directors are officials of 
the Engineers’ brotherhood. 

“Open Shop” the Issue. 

Mooney declared the issue of the 
strike was the unionization of the 
mines. He said nearly all the em- 
ployés at the mine had quit because 
the company had announced it would 
run on an “open shop” basis. 

The direct cause of the walkout, he 
said,,was because two union men were 
discharged without reason being given. 


A committee composed of union men 
| waited upon officials at the mine, he

$100,000 ABOARD 
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RUM SHIP. WHEN 
TT WAS WRECKED 


Pirates May Have Scut- 
tled the John Dwight. 


New York, May 29.—Investigation 
into the mysterious sinking of the 
rum lugger John Dwight, off Vineyard 
Haven, Mass., with a loss of nine 
lives, early in April, has revealed that 
James A. Craven of Lyndhurst, N. J., 
one of the victims, had $100,000 in his 
possession when the ship. sank, fed- 
eral authorities said tonight. The 
money wes, missing when Craven's 
mutilated body was washed up on the 
beach. 

Craven was said by federal authori-. 
ties to have been implicated in a 
$1,000,000 liquor plot with his brother, | 
Thomas Craven, who was indicted to- 


day on a charge of conspiracy to 
violate the Volstead act. 
Money in Leather Bag. 

The money, federal officials said, 
was carried by Craven in a leather 
bag, which he was known to have had 
in his possession when the vessel 
sailed from Newport on April 4. The 
funds were to have been used for the 
purchase of additional liquor. 

Several days after the John Dwight 
sailed from Newport the vessel was 
reported to have capsized, due t6 her 
heavy cargo, and the bodies of mem- 
bers of the crew were washed ashore. 
The leather bag, in which the funds 
were kept, also was found on the 
beach, near Craven's body, it was said, 
but was empty. 

Captain Seen in Cuba. 

Capt. Malcolm J. Carmichael of Jer- 
sey City, who commanded the lugger, 
was reported to have been seen in 
Havana, Cuba, ten days after the ship 
sank, although at the time it was be- 
lieved all hands had perished. One 
or two others of the crew also were 
reported ta have been seen in Cuba. 

Authorities expressed the belief that 
liquor pirates, knowing that Craven 
was carrying the large sum of money, 
attacked the vessel after she left New 
port, killed several members of the

Liberals Split Over the 
Issue.

STOCKHOLM, May 28.—Prohfbition 
has suddenly become the biggest ques- 
tion in Sweden's internal polities. The 
ghost of booze, thought laid away at 
the last electoin, has arisen to terror- 
ize the politicians and to shake the 
temporary equilibrium of the govern: | 
ment. 

A split in the Liberal party is the 
first important victory of Swedish pro- 
hibitionists and indicates the Dbegin- 
ning of a national campaign and a sec- 
ond liquor referendum. ; 

New Dry Party. | 

Of 133 Liberal party parliamentari- 
ans seventy-seven voted to make pro- 
hibition a part of their program, know- 
ing the majority would resign, which 


was followed immediately by a minor- 


ity leadership, claiming it represented 
the real Liberal party, while the ma 
jority has become Sweden's prohibition 
party. Water is thicker than blood 
in the present situation. 

Former Premier Eden, who headed 
the Liberal party, resigned, leaving 
the leadership to the owner of the 
Svenske Morgonbladet, a religious pro- 
hibitioénist paper. The important Lib- 
eral party is a big factor, as the Trys- 
ger government is a minority govern- 
ment with the Liberals supporting it 
and the Liberals could overthrow the 
cabinet at any time by withdrawing 
their support the same as they caused 
Hjalmar Brantin’s fall. 

' Premier a Wet. 

Premier Trygger is anti-prohibition- 
ist. Now that the Liberals have split 
on the booze rocks Premier Trygger 
has a chance of gathering almost half 
the party. This would make the Tryg:- 
ger government stronger 4nd less lia- 
ble ta be overthrown from the first 
adverse wind from a neutral or pas 
sively supporting party. 

From now on booze will very likely 
take first place in politics, superced- 
ing the question of lower taxes and 
of increasing the military establish- 
ment. Eventually a second referendum 
will be held. Meanwhile the anti-pro- 
hibition forces are continually point- 
ing out that the American prohibition 
is a failure and favoring tbe present 
restricted use of alcohol.

A THRILL OF HEROISM. 
There is a thrill and an inspiration not only for 
Americans but for all civilised peoples in a simple 
cable dispatch from Peking published last Satur- 
day. It recounted the journey of John B. Powell, 
of Tp Tuuwe’s foreign news staff, from the 
stronghold of the Chinese bandits to a conference 
in Tao Chuang, and his voluntary return to certain 
hardship, possible torture, and imminent death 
with his fellow captives. He has repeated his er- 
rand since, and because of his devotion, bs fidel- 
ity to his word with his life at stake, he has been 
the chgsen emissary of his captors. 

To those who remember the brave and historic 
tale of the Roman general Regulus as glorified 
through the centuries, this act of Powell's will 
place this modern American newspaper mari close 
beside the gallant old Roman in the gallery of 
heroic memories. Regulus, five years of im- 
srisonment, was released by the Spartans and sent 
to Rome on parole to negotiate peace or exchange 
of prisonets. He spoke against his personal inter- 
ests in favor of the interests of his country, and 
returned to Carthage to be tortured to death. 
Powell has proved his mettle of equal strength 
and character. Released by the bandits on parole, 
he made his way through the No Man’s Land of 
battle surrounding the bandit camp to the safety 
and comfort of the conference chamber of foreign 
consuls, told his story of impending death for him- 
self and his fellows among the brigands, and re 
turned immediately to the death trap to carry 
messages of little comfort, and make good his 
pledge of honor, even at the probable expense 
of his life. 

That is the stuff of heroes. That is the stuff of 
which great peoples and great nations are made. 
The'story is an inspiration, It should remain an 
inspiration. It should not be true that “ the idol’ 
of today pushes the hero of yesterday out of our 
recéllection, and will in turn be supplanted by his 
successor of tomorrow.” In this event we recall 
the Roman general whose fame has been an in- 
spiration to better manhood for more than twenty- 
two centuries. By the same token, in years to 
come we should recall Powell’s brave and honora- 
ble manhood, whether his deed shall end in tragedy 
or rejoicing. |

VENEREAL DISEASE 
NEURASTHENIA. 
OT infrequently a person who has 
had a venereal disease remains 
thereafter a neurasthenic with 
venereal disease as the chief 
source 6f worry. The type is well known 
to miedical men. 

The primary disease, the venereal! dis- 
ease, may have been mild and quickly 
brought under control; or it may have 
been a severe case o: a prolonged one. 
In eithér case, the experience through 
which the individual went either fright- 
ened him violently for a short time or 
it caused him anxiety for a long time. 
Whether fhe one*or the other, the sub- 
ject came out of the experience with 
his anxiety fixed and his worfy habit 
established. ; 

~>- 

From then en he watched hiniself for 
symptoms. Every unusual sensation be- 
came a source of worry and fear. Every 
unusual appearance of his skin sum- 
moned forth his fears. It seems that 
the nerve centers of the sexual organs 
are rather closely connected with the 
worry centers in the brain, for people 
develop sex worries readily. Sexual 
neurasthenia is a prevalent malady. It 
follows naturally that a good part of 
those who contract or inherit venereal 
disease develop venereal disease neu- 
rasthenia. 

They worry about getting well, about 
ultimate eéffects on their health and 
vigor; about the dangers to others, and. 
especially the dangers from others. In 
some cases they take treatment long 
after the necessity for taking treatment 
has passed. Those who take treatment 
too long is not as large a group as those 
who do not take treatment long enough. 
Nevertheless, the number who harm 
themselves by prolonging treatment is 
rather largé. 

— 

It is ne to arouse public Inter- 
est in order fo repress venereal diseases. 
So long as the people are supine, heed- 
less, and indifferent, the dis@ase, year 
by year, In every way becomes worse 
and worse. 

Whenever interest In a danger is ex- 
cited there are those who become unduly 
agitated. This was true of the campaign 
against consumption which is progress- 
ing so satisfactorily in spite of just this 
drawback. It has always been true of 
campaigns against disease. It seems to 
be a quality of the human mind. 

Some people will be able to hold their 
anxieties in check if they know that such 
tendency to undue fear is not unusual.

GIVE THE RAILROADS A CHANCE. 


Danville, Ill., May 23.—Someone in this 
column has said that he would like to 
know the truth about the railroads, and 
I think that the general public feels the 
same. In fact, I think the reilroads are 
greatly to blame for not taking the pub- 
lic more into their confidence, for any 
one who comes in contact with the work- 
ing organization as I do cannot fail to 
realize that the railroads are not making 
money. They need new rolling stock, 
more trackage, better terminal facilities; 
but all these things cost money, and rafi- 
road securities are now regarded as such 
poor investments that capitalists will not 
put their money into them. 

Last year when the representatives of 
the railroads and the unions appeared 
before the iabor board, the union men 
declared that the railroads’ nower to pay 
should not be considered in relation to 
their wages. To continue such a policy 
will mean bankruptcy for all railroads 
and inevitable government ownership. 
| I hoped the government would be able 
to solve some of the trouble, but that 


expensive experiment satisfied all think- 
ing people that government ownership 
Meant unlimited subsidies. If it was 
necessary we would have to stand it, but 
when private capital could make the rail- 
roads self-supporting, they should be 
given a fair chancé for our sakes as well 
as their own. 

It seems a case of the “Sins of the 
Fathers,” for though the railroads made 
this country, they were exploited, but 
now, through regulation the situation is 
reversed. Some of the old abuses have 
been done away with, but new difficulties 
have arisen. Regulation has curtailed 
profits, reduced dividends until no one 
wants railroad stock. At the same time 
expenses have increased because the gov- 
ernment has supported nearly every 
movement by the employés for mofe pay.

To witness a foreign picture is al- 
ways and interesting experience, and 
an especially interesting one is to see 
“The Last Kiss,” now being shown at 
the Thalia theater. I notice that all 
foreign pictures differ from our own 
in exact ratio with the racial differ- 


ences. What seems strange to me is 
the air of tragic depression that pre- 
vails in most of them, especially “ The 
Last Kiss.” It certainly’ could not do 
for an American public. 

In some ways the picture is better 
than most of ours; in some ways, 
worse. The photography, for instance, 
is of a high order of excellence, but it 
is not always beautiful. The workmar- 
ship is there, but when art enters it 
seems to be accidental. Kut in the few 
places where the photography is beau- 
tiful it is superlatively so. 

The cast compares favorably with 
our own casts. The actors over there 
are evidently chosen for their ability 
to act, instead of their physical beauty. 
The direction, however, is like the 
worst of our own. It is inconsistent, 
incoherent, and fatuous.

“WOMAN LEGISLATOR — 
PROTESTS AS HOUSE 
PASSES BOXING BILL 


PRINGFIELD, IIL, May 29.—[{Spe- 
cial.}—The long wait for action 
by the house on the Illinois box- 
ing bill ended today. The bill 

was passed, 81 to 63, and sent to the 
senate. Its fate there is less cer- 
tain than in the lower house, but 
the biggest hurdle is Gov. Small, 
who is said to feel unkindly to the 
measure. If it passes the senate the 
governor may veto it when it goes to 
him for consid@ration. Backers of the 
bill have greater fear for Gov. Small’s 
veto than for the votes of the senate. 

There was little debate on the bill in 
the house today. Representative Lot- 
tie Holman-O’Neill [Rep., Du Page], 
the lone woman in the legislature, 
spoke alone against the bill. She qual- 
ified her remarks by saying she was 
not opposed to boxing, that her two 
sons enjoy the sport, but that the 
wishes of some of the women who op- 
pose the boxing bill should receive con- 
sideration. ; 

“I do not believe we should regard 
this as a prize fight bill,” said Repre- 
sentative Browne [Dem., La Salle], 
in alding the two proponents of the 
measure, Representatives Lyon [Rep.] 
and Epstein (Dem.], both of Chicago, 
in their fight for the bill.
